By the aid of a United ‘States 
man-of-war and coasting schooners the 
whole of the crew ‘and rs were 
rescued, and taken to Honolulu, Shortly 
after the despatch of the. Carleton: from 
this. port considerable attention was 
directed to the ‘subject of emigration to 
Honolulu ‘by the Governnient refusing 
to grant.a license to the Charter Uak 
to carry Chinese passengars to that place, 


The Charter Oak had been specially fitted | ° 


up for the traffic, and at the time had 
very large number of intending emigrants 
on board. This step on the part of the Go-

The learned Attorney General (Hon. G.

~ _ Phe Attorney Goneral, in addressing the 
Jury, said that the prisoner was charged 
with having committed a rape on a woman 
* gamed Lo Ping Kiu.. The crime of rape, 
he eaid, implied that the woman was forced 
egainat her will, Mero connection did not 
constitute rape, unless obtained by force. 
Cases of this sort must depend in a great 
measure on the reliability of the witnesses, 
It is described by a-learned judge to be an 
seounation easily made, but hard to prove.
